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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The 11 2,2nd paragraph rejections are not resolved by the proposed amendment. Other proposed amendments 
would require further consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the art rejections from the final 
office action. However, the 112, 2nd paragraph indefinite rejections of claims 7-8 are not overcome and these features are proposed to be 
added to the independent claims. Specifically, the feature of "said data is inserted between the image data arrays at blanking times located 
between the image data arrays" is not understood because how can "time" be located between the image data arrays? An image data 
array is being interpreted as a data table, which is not thought to be equivalent to "time". Further, it seems that inserting any type of data 
onto a storage location on a data array is an artbitrary process. The utility of inserting oscillation information data between image data 
arrays is not understood. At least these issues need to be resolved within the claim language to correctly interpret and understand the 
scope of the invention. However, it is noted that the applied references do not teach blanking times and this feature, when cleared of the 
112, 2"'' paragraph issues, would further prosecution if added to the independent claims as suggested in the proposed amendments. 
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
